and Sewali.

he retirement of the greenbacks, 
coupled with the establishment of a 
new federal banking .system

ieclaratina, the divergence of opinion 
leing as to whether the plank should 
leclnre for a gold standard, with or 
vithout a declaraiion for tho bimetallic 
tanditrd by international agreement.

After the announce- 
ment of the committee selections there 
will be a, recess to give the committees 
on credentials and permanent organiza- 
tion time to meet and report, or some 
orators may be called to the platform to 
nil in the time with speeches. 


There is only one contest, from Con- 


necticut, where there are opposing dele- 
gations. 
But the settlement of this 


contest case, it is thought, will bo easily 
reached, and Senator Caffrey of Louisi- 
ana has already been decided on for 
permanent chairman. After Senator 
Caffrey has been installed the conven- 
tion will adjourn until Thursday, when 
tho platform will be adopicd and candi- 
dates named.

all parties connected with the same. 
Ail members of the company were 
willing to discharge the indebtedness 
except Oscar Bell, who refused to pay 
his share of tbe assessment. The 
court was asked to appoint a receiver, 
and that the company be dissolved 
acd the interest of Bell be sold to 
pay his share of the indebtedness.

that price will be higher than it is now, 
aTid having been restored it will remain 
more stable than it is now, and that is 
why we are in favor of bimetallisai- 
(<?reat applause.) 


"We apply the te.w of supply and de- 


fflafld to mosey. "We ksow thai if you 
make a certain thins scarce the price 
•will rise; we know that is true of all 
kinds of property; we know that it is 
true of money. Xow, we apply the law 
of supply and demand not only to money 
as a whole, bat we apply it to silver as 
well. 


We say that the price of silver bullion 


as measured by gold has fallen because 
legislation has lessened the demand for 
silver and increased the demand for 
gold and driven them apart. (Renewed 
cheers.) We say that the opening of 
our minis to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver will create a de- 
mand for silver, and that that new de- 
mand, taken with the demand which 
now exists, will be great enough to util- 
ize every ounce of silver, not needed ia 
theirts, and therefore we can maintain 
tbe price o£ silver bullion at ?1.29 an 
ounce throughout the world. (Continu- 
ed applause. 


Jfow, my friends, this is a brief state- 


ment of our principles. We want the 
raiio of IS to 1 for two reasons. In the 
first place we- believe that the gap be- 
tween gold bullion said silver bullion has 
been caused by hostile legislation, and 
that it can be closed up by friendly lecii!- 
lation. (Renewed applause.) We be- 
lieve that the law can und'-i what the law 
has done, and that It is not neeessary 
t omake any eharsge in the ratio. 


There is another reason. Hive you 


ever thought what a change of the ratio 
means? Have you ever tried to figure 
out what would be the effect if we chang- 
ed the ratio according to the plans sug- 
gested by our opponents? 


Let me'suppcse a case. Suppose all 


cfce world agreed to a ratio of 32 tc^ 1. and 
suppopsi) they made the change by- 
doubling the size ofthe silver dollar. Do 
you know what that wou'.d mean? It 
would mean the re-coinage c'f four biliicn 
e£ silver dollars in-;o two billion ot silver 
dollars. 
It would mean the shrink- 


age of one-half of ail the sliver of th« 
wcrld,-measure<5 in dollars, and a shrink- 
age of one-quarter of all the metallic 
money of The world. Ana what would 
that mean.?.. It would mean an increase 
in the purchasing power of every dollar. 
It would mean the decrease in the value 
of property in the world billions-of dol- 
lars and an increase in the burden of 
debts of the world billions of dollars 
more. That is what it would mean, my 
friends. (Great applause.) 
And that is 


proposed by people who are interested 
in making money woth^more, and is di- 
rected against the people who wouid be 
injured by having property made less 
valuable and debts made of 
greater 
weight. (Renewed applause.) 


We are in favor of a. ratio of 16 to 1 


not because we produce silver, but be- 
cause we use both gold and silver, and 
need all the gold and silver to keep 
the parity between money and proper- 
ty. 


Mr. Bryan returned to the west side 


of rtihe stand and concluded his address 
as follows:

NEST BUILDING FISHES. 


They Ara Froioi Japan and Can Be Seen 


Building Their Somes Under Water. 
There are fishes that build nests just as 


birds do. Not long ago gome of them were 
brought to this country from Jiipati. and 
you can buy a puir of them for a, small 
price at any fancier's now. If he does not 
have them in stock, .he will get them. 


The purchase is sure to be profitable, be- 


cause the habits of these creatures are so 
remarbubly interesting, and, unlike gold- 
fish, they will breed in an aquarium or 
Ken in a glass globe. They producs three 
or fnnr broods of young annually, so that 
the owner ia likely to be able to make 
money bj disposing of the increase. In 
the land of the mikado, of which they arc 
natives, they are called paradise fish. 


The nests cLcy n:aUc ai'o very odd. in- 


deeu, being composed entirely of air bub- 
bles. When fthe time for mating arrives, 
the male fish undergoes a striking change 
in its appearance. Ordinarily ho is of n 
dull, silvery color, but now ho exhibits 
stripes of red, blue and green, with streaks 
of brightest orange on the ventral fins. 
Snch is the costume in •which he goes 
a-wooing. 


Later on the female proceeds to con- 


struct- the family nest at the surface of the 
water. Swallowing air, she ejects it in the 
shape of bubbles, which are held and made 
permanent by glutinous Capsules from a 
Secretion in her month. 
Having got to- 


gether in this Wfiy a sulliciont mass of 
bubbles she proceeds to lay. 


At this stage the female pnrntlise fish 


seems always to be seized with a strange 
desire to gobble her own eggs. This she 
would inevitably do but for the watchful- 
ness of the male, who prevents her, taking 
the eggs in his mouth and ejecting them 
beneath the mass of bubbles, to which they 
arise and find a resting place among them. 
Sometimes lie will conduct his maty under 
the nest, so that the eggs ns they are laid 
may ascend to it. When laying is finished, 
he keeps guard over the nest, attacking 
the female it she crimes near. 
Meanwhile 


he busies himself iu the making of fresh 
bubbles to take the place of those which 
chance to burst. 


This performance is kept up forfive days, 


nt the end of which the young arc hatched 
out. 
They cannot swim, but cling like 


little tadpoles to the bubbles. If one falls 
to the bottom, as happens now and then,

SECRETED HOARDS. 


They An Often Found Iu Broking rp 


Old Ship*. 


Tbo utilization of apparent waste 


is well exemplified iu the breaking 
up of ships of various kinds, for 
every nail and every chip is put 
aside for sale, but in the case of ves- 
sels of considerable tonnago, and es- 
pecially of very old craft finds both 
curious and valuable are by no 
means rare. To give a recent in- 
stance, an old -wooden vessel that 
•was broken np near Greenwich only 
a few months back revealed a very 
ooriona sight when some old plank- 
ing in the forecastle had been torn 
down. Here, nailed np, were the 
two mummified hands of a negro, 
and in the palm of each hand and 
transfixed by the same nails that 
held tho hands -were two counterfeit 
silver dollars. The hands had been 
hacked off roughly. A year or two 
ago the breaking up of an old schoon- 
er near Sheemess brought to light, 
beneath the inner "skin" of the hull 
quite an elaborate armament of a 
very old fashioned kind, and a friend 
of the writer secured from among 
the many -weapons included a 
splendidly raade bell mouthed flint 
loot musket, the stock being marked 
with a representation of arm and 
leg fetters and the name "Philip 
Steyne, Boston, Lincolnshire." The 
most curious part of this find -was a 
set of books—a privateer's books 
evidently—showing the capture of 
various French vessels. Tied up in 
a canvas bag, 190 guineas in gold 
were- found, a year or two back, dur- 
ing the breaking up of an old vessel 
plying between Birkenhead and New 
Brighton. With the money were 
found, too, a most curious and 
unique set of foreign playing cards, 
some loaded dice and three magnifi- 
cent pieces of amber. All these were 
found in the false bottom of a wocd- 
en bunk. 


But even during the breaking vup 


of quite modern vessels which have 
become -wrecks remarkable finds, 
particularly relating to smuggling 
contrivances, aro by no means rare. 
In a portion of a considerable wreck 
on the southeast coas-t only the win- 
ter before last the shipbreakers 
found, hidden in a part of the en- 
gine room, a quantity of valuable 
jewelry and a number of newspaper 
clippings and published portraits re- 
lating to a murder and robbery 
in the city of St. Louis. The jew- 
elry found was that described in 
the reports as missing. Two of the 
men employed in the engine room 
were drowned in the wreck, but, so 
far as all inquiries made by the po- 
lice could show, there was no clew 
to attach either the drowned men 
or the other engine room hands -with 
the published descriptions and por- 
traits of the murderer. The mystery 
was never cleared up. The manager 
of a shipbreaker, a man who has 
been for 40 years in the business 
and who -was especially sought out 
by the-writer, told the latter tbat he 
could cite some hundreds of cases 
•where hiding places for small arti- 
cles smuggled by officers and men 
had boon found, these being in con- 
nection with nearly every part of 
the hulls broken up, and he produced 
several articles that had bean found 
•by himself or his men. Many of 
these were false or duplicate bills of 
lading, and there were counterfeit 
foreign coins, a pair of heavy gold 
earrings with a turquoise in each, 
probably stolen by one foreign sea- 
man from tho other, a hand prenado 
with a cap to it, an old wig with 
three small gold nuggets wrapped 
in it and many other small trifles. 
"At Rotherhitho. some years ago," 
said he, "in the forepeak of a very 
old wooden merchantman, wo found 
tho skeleton of a lad jammed behind 
tho skin of tho vessel. The lad had 
been a stowaway in all probability. 
A gentleman at Botherhite kneps 
tho skull now, 
or did till lately."—

The Chinese aiticle is in the market to 
stay, it is said, at least as long as the 
present tariff condition? exist. 
Tonquin, since the Touquiu war, has 


been under the control of the French, 
and it is French capital that is now de- 
veloping the mines, but the land is still 
populated by Chinese as before, and it 
is the cheap Chinese labor that is em- 
ployed in the mines; hence the ex- 
tremely low cost of production, which 
enables the French owners of the Tou- 
quiu mines to undersell the coal pro- 
ducers of other countries where labor is 
better paid. The coal from the Orient 
is said to be of the finest quality, fully 
equal to the best Pennsvlvania and 
Welsh coal.

An Electrical Aerial Torpedo. 


An instrument of -warfare termed an 


"aerial torpedo" has been designed to be 
used in the siege of cities or to scatter 
large bodies of troops while at rest 
The 


torpedo consists of a small sized gas filled 
balloon, capable of sustaining for any 
length of time from 30 to 40 pounds at an 
elevation of from 600 to 1,000 feet above 
the earth. Inside of the lower or small 
end of the b.illoon is placed a metal cylin- 
der, which contains an electrical device, 
the purpose of \vhieh is to ignite the gas 
in the balloon at any stated period. Under 
the balloon is suspended a car or baskrt 
containing high orplosives similar to dy- 
namite, which will explode \vitli torriSo 
force when striking a hard substance like 
the earth or walled embankments. 


To use the aerial torpedo 
effectively, 


which requires only a corporal's guard, all 
that is necessary is to approach as near as 
possible the locality where the torpedo Is 
desired to take effect and to ascertain the 
direction of the lower air current and the 
velocity of the same per hour. The length 
of time it would take for the air current to 
carry the torpedo over the objective point 
can thus be ascertained and the electric time 
exploding apparatus set to the proper hour 
or minute. As soon as tlip time has ex- 
pired an electric spark ignites thfc gas in 
the balloon, causing it to explode, and the 
torpedo vrin drop to earth 
The explosive 


striking the earth will cause nerious dam- 
age in that locality. The torpedo can bo 
used by day or night by a few men of or- 
dinary intelligence and no defence can be 
made against it.—Electrical World.

by his use of a cause, seonring de- 
votion by rude bonhomie, by suc- 
cess and by sufficient rewards; Na- 
poleon quenched dovotion by a lav- 
ishness which sated the greediest, 
losing the affections of his associ- 
ates by th o demands of his gigantic 
plans.

HYD8AUUC ENGINES- 


Frineeu Called Down Another 
Woman 2.6OO Years Afo. 


Twenty-five hundred years ago a 


princess of the royal family of As- 
syria wrote a letter to a lady of tho 
imperial court, in which the latter 
•was haughtily rebuked for presum- 
ing to use tbe familiar title of "sis- 
ter" in addressing the royal lady. 
In Baltimore an English translation 
of this letter was published by the 
Johns Hopkins university. Dr. 
Christopher Johnston has been 
working for some time to puzzle out 
the dignified terms in which one 
woman of those ancient days re- 
buked another. 


The letter was not written with 


ink upon a sheet of tinted paper, as 
woulil bo done by a fair dame today, 
but was inscribed in cuneiform char- 
acters upon » tablet of baked clay. 
It is in 13 lines, and tbe royal lady 
did not waste words to express her 
contempt at the other's imperti- 
nence. The tablet was written only 
a few years before the destruction 
of Nineveh and tbe overthrow of 
the Assyrian empire, which is gen- 
erally placed by historians as hav- 
ing occurred in COG B. C. It is one 
of tlio fow remains of that period 
which have come down to the schol- 
ars of the present day. It was dis- 
covered a score or more yean, ago, 
and many Assyriologists have tried 
their hand at a translation. Dr. 
Johnston, in working upon it, did 
not have the original tablet, but a 
picture of it. The royal lady who 
wrote the letter, or who probably 
dictated it to her scribe, was the 
Princess Shernaetorat, a grand- 
daughter of the famous Assyrian 
monarch Assurbanipal, called Sar- 
danapalus by Greek writers, who, 
in addition to being a great con- 
queror, was tho founder of an ex- 
tensive public library and a patron 
of literature and the arts. The let- 
ter is translated by Johnston: 


"Message of tbo king's daughter to 


Asshur-Sharrat. Thou dost not prop- 
erly address thy letter to me, nor 
use the title to me befitting niy sta- 
tion. People might say, 'Is she the 
sister of Sheruaoterat, the oldest 
daughter of Ashur-etil-ilam-ukinni, 
the great king, tbe mighty king, 
king of hosts, king of Assyria?' 
But thou art only the daughter of 
the daughter-in-law of tho wife of 
Assurbanipal, eldest son of Esarnad- 
don, king of Assyria." 


Dr. Johnston suggests that this 


sentence was probably a crushing 
blow for the recipient of the letter, 
as tho peculiar expression "daugh- 
ter of the daughter-in-law of Assur- 
banipal's wife" was most likely a 
reference to some delectable bit of 
court scandal in the famous Assyrian 
empire. The doctor also said tbat 
the rebuke was a perfectly proper 
one from what is known today of 
Assyrian etiquette in letter writing. 


"If the lady, Asshnr-Bharrat, ad- 


dressed the princess as sister with- 
out being so related," said he, "she 
certainly committed a gross breaca 
of etiquette and was guilty of an 
impprtinoncn which richly merited 
a rebuke. Even if she was actually 
her bister, it is doubtful whether 
she could have so addressed tho eld- 
est daughter of the sovereign fami- 
ly. We find a prince speaking of his 
father as'tho king, my lord,' but 
never as'my father.' And among 
private individuals, except in the 
case of near relatives, it was tho 
invariable rule to address each per- 
son by his proper title, with tho ad- 
dition of the words 'my lord.'"— 
Baltimore Sun.

American Agricultnrist 
demon-;fn>.res in an exhaustive article 
that th<?se machines have be*ii grejitly 
improved of late years aud don't get ont 
of order, as the old fashioned ram used 
to do. ami works on a principle thut is 
simple and easily understood. The au- 
thority referred to says: 


The supply must be from 4 to 12 feet 


higher than rhe location of the ram and 
from 12 to 100 feet distant from it In 
locating a rein not only the fall and 
distance must be taken iirto considera- 
tion, bat some mean* of dmining the 
waste water from the ram mnst be pro- 
vided. If the ram must be located in a 
pit to get the desired fall, a drain must 
be provided, starting from the bottom 
of the pit If it is not practicable to lo- 
cate tho ram the desired distance from 
the supply, a number of coils may bo 
made in the pipe. In this manner a 
ram may be located directly under the 
supply and will work equally welL The 
supply mnst determine the sizo of tho 
pipe to bo used. Never use a ram that 
is too large for the supply. 


The water oau be discharged to au 


elevation several times the fall of tho 
water from the reservoir to the ram, the 
greatest fall causing the discharge of 
the greatest amount of water at a given 
height. Each foot of fall will lift the 
full supply 25 feet, or a less amount of 
warer to a greater height. A very small 
stream, if constant, is enough to fill tbe 
tank required for most sets of buildings. 
As the water is always moving, danger 
from frost is reduced to a minimum. A 
littlo ram costing only §50, under a fall 
of 5 feet only, will deliver over 4,000 
gallons ptr day (24 hours) to a height 
of 125 feet. A big ram, with a sufficient 
supply under the same fall, will raise to 
nearly an equal height about 9,000 gal- 
lons per hour, or enough to cover an 
acre with water 1 inch deep every y 
honr-;, and would irrigate 8 acres every 
24 hours to that depth. The modern or 
Eife ram is coming into general use for 
all such purposes as well as for supply- 
ing reservoirs for villages, railroad 
tnaln and tbo like. Some claim to be 
able to irrigate as much as necessary to 
insure against drought at a cost of only 
23 cents per acrc. 


Wlien a well below the house level is 


fed by a constant supply of water, it is 
possible to make nature's forces pump 
the well water up hill. If there is slope 
euortfih below the well, put a small pipe 
into the well and carry the other end 
down tbo slope, where it will bo lower 
than the level of the waler ia the well.

farmers do not givo their wheat that 
care and culture, and the legitimate re- 
sult is that it runs out. The main cause 
of deterioration, then, is under tho cou- 
irol of the farmer himself.

20 is tttt, best time to sow wheat as 
a rule. In ve^ dry. seasons late sowing 
has proved advantageous. 
Growing 


wheat in regular roiitions with rather 
wide intervals between crops has given 
satisfactory results. 


Experiments with early ana i^te har- 


vesting show that there is a steady In- 
crease of grain up to full ripeness, al- 
though the best weight may be obtain- 
ed if harvested in the dough stage. The, 
yield is reduced it the crop is allowed 
to become dead ripe. Pair profits have 
been realized from theuse of horse man- 
ure. This has not been established in 
the case of commercial fertilizer*. For 
two years the f-jllowhig varieties gave 
the best yields: Jones' Fife, Michigan 
Amber, Red Clawson and Velvet Chaff. 


In Missouri the varieties producing 


the highest yields for four years were: 
Fultz, Extra Early Red, Cnrrell's Pro- 
lific, Hiiidostan, Jones1 Winter Fife, 
American Bronze and Missouri Bine 
Stem, all of which had a» average yield 
of more than 30 bushels per aeie. A 
mixture of varieties has resulted in an 
increased yield over the average of tbo 
varieties grown separately. 


Concerning the exchange of seed 


wheat ou the resulting crop, the North 
Dakota station finds that varieties do not 
degenerate because of continuous growth 
ou the same soil. Different samples of 
the saino varieties growu upon different 
soils under like climatic conditions will 
produce a like crop when seeded under 
sameness of conditions. Wheat culture 
does not demand a frequent change of 
soils. Injudicious seed exchange often 
results in failure. Much valuable work 
is being done at^he Minnesota station 
in experimenting with wheat. The idea 
is to develop varieties by selection aurt 
crossing. In other words, wheat breed- 
ing is being tried extensively. 


Winter Wheat Seeding. 


The earlier the ground is prepared for 


seeding, especially if the wheat follows 
-priug graiu, the better condition the 
ced bed can be put in. The stubble of 
;raiu when plowed under keeps the soil 
.bove it much too dry. The roller should 
;e put ou as soon as possible after the 
urrow is turned, and this should be f ol- 
owed by the harrow, loosening the stir- 
ace, but yet compacting the soil below, 
f this is done promptly, the moisture 
turned up by the furrow will be pre- 
vented from evaporating, and every 
shower will make the soil moister. As 
American Cultivator explains, it is by 
using very light showers, that, fallinp 
ou nnplowed ground, would not wet 
Town half an inch, that the seed bed for 
•wheat is made what it should be.

Shrinkage of Wool. 


A writer in Farm and Home tells 


about au experiment undertaken to de 
tcTniiue tho loss occasioned by shrink 
ago of wool. The indications from this 
investigation are that: First, enrly clip- 
ped medium wool, from n well kppl 
flock free from dirt and stored in gooc 
quarters, will not shrink m weight to 
any appreciable extent within a year 
from duto of shearing; second, Into 
clipped wool, of substantially tho same 
kind, will, under the same treatment 
Nhrink jUHiui (i j>er rout of its (Highm 
weight within ii yo:ir. It is prob;ibl> 
that heavy, greasy wool will fhrinl 
ooubiderably more tlmii this. \Vool deal 
crs state that, they can iiovor handle tin 
kind of wool in the early part of the 
Beafiou without sustaining a heavy los. 
iu weight. Before deciding to hold woo 
it is well to tufcc into consideration th 
kind and condition of the clip and cal 
cnlate the crobjtblc loss from shrinkage. 


Apples In MiMonri. 


The secretary of the Missouri Stale 


Sorticultnral society is reported as 
stating that "Missouri will be the prin- 
cipal apple growing state for the next 
50 years," and accounts for the decline 
in the production of the apple raising 
sections of western New York, northern 
Dhio arid portions of Michigan, by the 
lost vitality of the orchards and the 
failure of growers to stock them with 
new trees. He further says, "We apple 
growers of Missouri are now doing what 
they did in the east 60 years ago—we 
are planting trees in the virgin soil and 
reaping the benefit of the soil's vitality.'
